ARTICLE 5: Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
apply for, receive and expend federal and state grants which may become 
available during the course of the year, in accordance with RSA 31-95-b and also 
to accept and expend money from any other governmental unit or private 
source to be used for purposes for which the town may legally appropriate 
money. 

ARTICLE 6: Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to adopt an 
ordinance governing the disposal of solid waste and recyclable materials at the 
town Transfer Station and Recycling Center.

In order to keep the membership of the Planning Board more broad 
based and in keeping with our democratic process, we move that planning board 
members be limited to serving only one consecutive term. (Petition Article ) 


ART. 23. In order to keep the control of the growth and direction of the Town 
in the hands of the people and by the people of the Town of Lempster, we move 
that all new regulations, plans and other rules, ordinances, etc., of the Planning 
Board be subject to the approval of the people of the Town at the annual Town 
Meeting, in the same way that the Selectmens actions and plans are subject to 
Town approval. ( Petition Article) 


Concering Articles 22 and 23 the Moderator pointed out that they were not legal 
possiblities, and that if the meeting acted on them there could be legal difficulties 
and law suits. See RSAs #674 and #673. 

Mr. Cragin moved to pass over Articles 22 and 23. Mr. Sklar seonded the motion. 
The motion carried. 


Rob English then spoke up, being the author of Articles 22 and 23. He said he had 
learned that in principle when the Town’s people through a democratic process 
vote to form a planning board, they give the State the power to empower the 
planning board with the right to determine and regulate the growth and direc- 
tion of the Town. The people no longer have control over the planning board. Mr. 
English continued that although the law does not allow the Town’s people to 
mandate the planning board to be subject to the yearly town meeting, it was his 
hope that the planning board would voluntarily submit major rules, changes, 
regulations etc. to the people for approval. His concern in these Articles, he 
continued, was to give the people of the Town aSay and a vote over matters that 
pertain to their home and land. “ 


ART. 24. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to allow a one 
percent (1%) discount of taxes if paid within ten days of issue. 

Motion made by David Keeler. Seconded by PHilip Keeler 

Motion carried unanimously. 

ART. 25. To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting. 

Doris Campbell spoke up and wanted to give credit to the Planning Board for the 
job they have done. 

Rudy Adler, Selectmen, said the same. He also wanted to get asense of the Town 
on whether they would like to recycle their trash. The Town definitely favored 
recycling. Mr. Adler aldo said that they would like to form a local Highway Safety 
Committee to help determine and care for problems concerning the Highway. 
Gardiner Stetson informed the Town that he is a member of the NH/Vt Solid 
Waste District. If anyone has messages or opinions please let Mr. Stetson know. 
Mark Adams would like to see input on planning board issues. He would like to 
see a series of meetings to inform people of Town issues and what the Planning 
Board is facing. 
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There being no further business the Moderator declared the meeting adjourned. 
Time 12:00 P.M. 


Motion made by Jonathan Keeler. Seconded by Ricky Shepard. 
Motion carried.

During my examination of the financial statements of the Town of Lempster for 
the year ended December 31, 1986, it appears that misappropriations of 
Township funds had occurred in the General Furd. The fumds allegedly 
misappropriated were local Township funds and no federal funds were involved. 
A special fraud audit was conducted, and it appears that approximately 
$ 9,800 was misappropriated over a forty-one month period. The amount of 
funds that were apparently misappropriated were not material to the operation 
of the General Fund, taken as a whole. 


The matter was referred to Town Council and the Sullivan County Attorney to 
determine whether or not criminal fraud or criminal misconduct has taken 
place.

I have examined the financial statements of the Town of Lempster for the year 
ended December 31, 1986, and made a study and evaluation of the Town of 
Lempster's system of internal accounting control. 


The following comments and recommendations relate to the Town's accounting, 
financial and administrative policies and procedures that I observed during 
the course of my engagement. The conditions described in this letter were 
considered in determining the nature, timing and extent of audit tests to be 
applied in my examination of the financial statements. 


Organization Plan : The separation of the accounting function from custody of 
related assets in a large part safeguard assets, enhances the efficiency of 
operations and promotes the reliability of the accounting data. 


Because deposits should be made timely and intact, I recommend that the Tax 
Collector and the Town Clerk directly make deposits to the General Fund 
account. They would receive duplicate bank receipts, attaching ome to the 
Treasurer's copy of their report and keeping the other for their records. 
This procedure is recommended by the State. Town Clerks and Tax Collectors 
are required by state law to deposit funds every week or whenever S$ 500 is 
accumulated for deposit, whichever occurs first. 


The Selectmen should keep a day sheet which would be used to record all money 
they receive. The Treasurer would draw a line and sign off when the money is 
transferred over. The day sheet would become evidence to verify other 
income. 


Treasurer 
Although the only legal deposit requirement for the Treasurer is that all 
funds be deposited within 10 days of the year end (12/31), it is recommended 
that the Treasurer not hold funds at any time during the year for more than 
10 days. 


Deposits to the Capital Reserve Funds are to be made within 10 days after the 
year end when the funds are financed by taxation. In 1985, the deposit to 
the Capital Reserve Fund was not made until March 12, 1986, although the 
check was written om December 31, 1985. In December 1986, a check was 
written to the Capital Reserve Account but was not deposited until March ll, 
1987. 
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A policy should be adopted to handle checks that are returned because of 
insufficient funds. The Treasurer should have custody of the returned check 
until it has been honored. He would notify the Tax Collector or the Town 
Clerk if the check originated from their office and they would make every 
effort to collect. The Treasurer should redeposit the returned check on a 
separate deposit slip. If the check clears the second time, no entry on the 
books is required. If the check is returned for the second time, it should 
be added to disbursements as if it were a check written and the bank balance 
should be reduced accordingly. The replacement check or cash is then 
deposited separately amd recorded as income, and the bank balance is 
increased accordingly. 


The bank accounts should be reconciled monthly by the Treasurer. The 
Treasurer's cash books should show a current balance and the disbursements 
kept by the Selectmen should be reconciled with the Treasurer's books. 


Tax Collector 

All taxes that are not paid by the date of the tax sale must go to tax sale. 

Fees and interest charges after the tax sale are mandated by state law. All 
taxes, interest and costs must be paid before the property is redeemed. 
After the property goes to tax sale, only a legally-related person can redeem 
real estate taxes. 


The tax sale for 1986 was not balanced and cross footed. The totals did not 
balance with the property that was sold at tax sale. Deeds should be 
delivered after 2 years and 1 day from the date of the tax sale. 


A one-write system for the Tax Collector in place of cash sheets is a good 
way to save time and increase accuracy. The one-write system records a 
taxpayer's receipt, the bank deposit slip and the cash sheet all at the same 
time. I would recommend a 22 column journal where each year and each tax 
can be recorded separately. 


Selectmen 

The Selectmen abated taxes for "owner unknown". The correct procedure is for 
that property to go to tax sale. The Tax Collector sends a certified copy of 
the tax sale addressed to "Owner Unknown". The certified letter is, of 
course, returned to the Tax Collector. The property is posted as “owner 
unknown" and goes to tax sale. After 2 years and 1 day, the deed is 
delivered to the lien holder. 


Town Clerk 

The Town Clerk is required by state law to asses and collect penalties on dog 
licenses after June Ist of S$ 1.00 per month. The penalties on dog licenses 
were not consistently applied. 


Each year conventions are held for Tax Collectors, Town Clerks, Treasurers, 
and Selectmen. These conventions and regional meetings offer invaluable 
information about new law changes and clarify laws in existence. I urge the 
Town to send all officials who are interested. The Town, by law must pay for 
these meetings and conventions. 
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Capital Reserve Funds 

Capital Reserve Funds can be established and funded only for construction, 
reconstruction or acquisition of a specific capital item, improvement of 
capital items, acquisition of land, reappraisals, or tax maps per RSA 35-1. 
The Town's capital reserve accounts should be specifically identified for 
these items. Improper capital reserve accounts should be abolished or 
changed to conform to state law. 


I appreciate the outstanding cooperation extended to both my staff and me 
during our recent examination of the financial statements of the Town of 


Lempster.

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FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 
1988 


The year 1988 was a very busy and successful one for the Lempster Fire 
Department. The department responded to the greatest number of calls ever 
recorded. The final tally was 98 calls. Some of the calls were for assistance to the 
Rescue, but are no less recorded calls. 

Some of the projects completed this year was the installation of a base radio 
controlled by a link to the Dispatch Center in Keene. This was placed in a newly 
constructed radio room/ office. The Dispatch at 1-352-1100 has worked very 
well. One call can immediately notify the police of all structure fires and reported 
motor vehicle accidents. A state grant was applied for and gotten which allowed 
us to update some of our portable radios. Another successful money raising 
effort allowed the members to purchase a used 65 foot aerial ladder truck. This 
has been used for chimney fires. It also allows access to roofs that would 
otherwise not be accessible. Late in the year, with the help of the High View 
Church Farm, we were able to finish a tanker truck and put that vehicle into 
service. This vehicle carries 2000 gallons of water. It is asupport vehicle, having 
no actual fire pump on it. With the addition ofthis vehicle to our department an 
addition to the building was inevitable. A weekend work detail involving the fire 
fighters left a nice extension standing on one of our bays. 

In the early summer we began hearing about a new ruling that was to take 
effect. It was called N.F.P.A. 1500 and it dealt with how fire departments handled 
themselves in relation to safety. It disallowed things like riding on the outside of 
the fire appratus, wearing certin types of materials for fire fighting, and required 
things that made safe sense but not always budget sense. The National Fire 
Protection Assoc. realized that towns could not fund all the requirements 
specified in the ruling. They allowed the Fire Departments to set certain time 
frames for the requirements to be fulfilled. Lempster had forseen some of the 
requirements and already met them. Turnout gear had already been updated to 
meet the current standard. We are now working to implement other require- 
ments of the NFPA 1500. 


This brings me to the Capital Improvement Program. Many hours were spent 
writing requests that could become a reality and still not place an undue burden 
onthe Tax Payers of our town. Keeping in mind the suggestions brought forth by 
our Master Plan, the Fire Department set its goals at the replacement of a fire 
truck. 

The purchase of a NEW fire truck. low do we go about buying one? The town of 
Lempster had never bought a new piece of fire apparatus. Is there really a need 
for one? The department has been plagued with broken down vehicles or vehi- 
cles that are not always 100". reliable. I know that we can definitely show a real 
need for a new piece of equipment. 


In the year 1969 Lempster Fire Department responded to 3 fire calls, the 
average age of the trucks used to fight fire in the town at that time was 19 years 
old. | joined in 1971 and these trucks were old! 

In 1989 the Fire Department responded to 98 calls, almost 2 a week. The 
average age of the trucks used to fight fires is 26 years old. It makes me think we 
are losing ground. 

Now the other problem we have is this new NFPA 1500, it requires certain 
things on fire trucks. If the truck has two seat belts then that’s all that are 
allowed to ride. Too many questions asked, too few answers. 

In October a committee of three went to the Fire House Expo in Philadelphia 
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to try and answer some of our questions and to look at new trucks. We talked toa 
lot of manufacturers of fire trucks and we came back with many of our questions 
answered. We have gotten prices for many vehicles and have chosen a new fire 
truck that both meets the NFPA 1500 requirements and is budget minded at the 
same time. We are projecting a 100 plus run year for 1989 and the purchase ofa 
new truck would make the first new engine reliable, dependable, and safe to 
operate. 


The volunteer fire fighters in the town of Lempster have but one wish and that 
is to be fire fighters and to do that job to the best of their ability. We can only help 
them fulfill that wish by supporting them with the reliable tools and equipment. 
They take no money for their work and spend countless hours away from 
families. The firefighter is a rare breed. I cannot begin to explain what compels a 
person to want to be a firefighter but I know I’m proud to be associated with the 
small handfull in Lempster. 


Thanks to the support of the many we can continue to provide a greatly 
needed service.

We feel this was the biggest stride forward this year and it will be a tremendous 
tool in fiscal planning. There will now be a budget for equipment and utilities 
which should not allow the old situation of being caught short with each new 
disaster. 

There was avery real spirit of cooperation on the part of all town department 
heads as well. The board thanks them all and hopes this will be the blueprint of 
how the program will proceed. 


There has been a streamlining of driveway access permits and there are other 
projects now in the works such as updating the subdivision regulations. 


Subdivisions approved during 1988 were White Mountain Land Co., School 
Road, 6 lots; Homan-Riendeau, Kempton Road, 2 lots; Marion Kosotsky Subdivi- 
sion and Annexation, Route 10, 2 lots; Debaun & Newhauser, Grandview Road, 2 
lots; Hanson, Pitkin Road, 2 lots; Cragin-Wirkkala-School District, School Road, 2 
lots; Krea, Inc. Second NH Turnpike 6 lots; Remillard, Sand Pond, 2 lots; and a 
conditional approval to Hanson on Pitkin Road for 3 lots after road work is 
completed. 

The board is still working with Greater New England, Inc. on 6 lots and a fire 
pond on Lovejoy Road. It will soon have completed papers for an equal land 
swap between the Town of Lempst er and Henry Frank on Lovejoy Road so that 
the planned transfer station will have sufficient dry land for processing and 
recycling. Also in the preliminary stage is Andrew Kapchensky’s 2 lots on Hurd 
Pond Road. 

We continue to learn and grow with each new project and strive for the town’s 
best interest.

CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROGRAM COMMITTEE 
1988 REPORT 


At the March 8, 1988 Town Meeting, the Town voted to authorize the Planning 
Board to prepare and recommend a capital improvements program to the town 
as provided for by N.H. RSA 674:5-8. A committee, consisting of the Planning 
Board, the Board of Selectmen, heads of Town departments, representatives of 
the Lempster Fire Department and the Goshen-Lemspter School Board and 
interested Lempster citizens was formed and began work in June 1988. 

The intent of the Capital Improvements Plan (CIP) is to identify and priortize 
the capital needs of the Town and to recommend to the Selectmen aschedule for 
the funding and purchase or construction of these improvements. In Lempster a 
capital improvement was defined as a major expenditure or project undertaken 
that is generally not recurring, with a cost (1987) of $2,500 or more and a life 
expectancy of at least three years. 

After extensive input from Town department heads a draft of the Capital 
Improvements Program was prepared by the committee and the Upper Valley 
Lake Sunapee Council. The draft was presented at a public hearing on November 
15, 1988. The CIP was adopted by a vote of the Planning Board on November 28, 
1988. 


The outline of the plan is presented in the following page and the recommen- 
dations for 1989 are included in the Warrant for 1989. The CIP is an ongoing 
program with the Planning Board responsible for the annual review and update. 
Each August the Board will hold a meeting with the Selectmen and heads of 
Town departments and a member of the School Board to discuss the update 
schedule for that year. Department heads will be given one month to complete 
project request forms. The Planning Board will consider these requests and 
prepare a revision to the CIP. In October a public hearing will be held on the 
proposed amendments. By December 1, the Planning Board will submit the 
amended CIP to the Board of Selectmen for the preparation of the next year’s 
budget. 


I would like to thank all of those who assisted in the preparation of the Capital 
Improvements Program and to those who attended the meetings and hearing as 
concerned citizens. A special thank you is extended to Vicki Smith of the Upper 
Valley Lake Sunapee Council for her invaluable knowledge and support.

1988 REPORT 


The Conservation Commission has had a good member and Taxpayer attend- 
ance with an average of 5.9 member/alternates and 1.1 interested Taxpayers at 
the monthly meetings. 


On May 7th, our annual roadway cleanup took place. Three pickup truck loads 
were removed from Mountain Road, Long Pond and Lovejoy Road. Organiza- 
tions that participated were the local Cub Scout Pack and the High View Church. 
We thank all those who helped. 

Other actions by the Conservation members included: working with the Long 
Pond Association to have the town provide greater Police coverage at Long 
Pond, cleaning up the Duck Pond Nature Trail, contacting the Fish and Game 
regarding our unanimous protest of the 1988 Moose Hunt, attending a Rare 
Plant Conference, trying to resolve lot line disputes at Long Pond, increased 
Parking Area at Long Pond, erecting a 2 rail fence between the Beach and 
Boating area at Long Pond preparing the Warrant article for the Wright Trust 
Land Swap, authorized thinning of 15 acres on the Perkins lot to improve quality 
of future growth, have sand delivered to beach at Long Pond, and reviewing 5 
different wetlands permits, reporting our finding to the Wetlands Board and 
attending their public hearings when it was deemed prudent. 


Minutes of all 1988 meetings are on file with the Town Clerk. 


Plans for the future include further exploration of N.H. Land Trust, further 
work on wetlands permits still outstanding, investigation of Dock rebuilding and 
enlargings at Long Pond and to improve the qulaity of the beach areas at Dodge 
and Long Pond. 

We would like to have more participation by Townspeople at our monthly 
meetings. All meetings are open to the public and all suggestions, ideas, concerns 
regarding conservation matters will be promptly considered.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING INSPECTOR 
1988 


In 1988 there were a total of 46 building permits issued. These included twelve 
single family houses, seven additions or alterations to single family dwellings and 
four mobile homes. The total estimated construction cost for all building activi- 
ties was $705,374.00 

House Bill 240 enacted in the 1988 legislative session and added to RSA 
chapter 149-E provides for the following. 

“Prior to expanding any structure or occupying an existing seasonal 
st ructure on a full-time basis, the owner must submit to the N.H. 
Department of Environmental Services’ Water Supply and Pollution 
Control Division an application for approval which includes either 
(a) evidence that the existing sewage disposal system meets current 
State and local standards or (b) a design for a new system which 
meets Current standards.” and: 

“Prior to selling any property with a sewage disposal system located 
within 200 feet of a Great Pond (defined by law as public waters 
greater than 10 acres), the owner must engage a licensed sewage 
disposal designer to perform asite assessment study to determine if 
the site meets current standards for a sewage disposal system.”

Applications for Building Permits can be obtained at the town office during 
regular office hours or can be sent through the mail by request. Your continued 
cooperation is appreciated.

1988 has proven to be an excellent year for the Miner Memorial Library. 
During the course of the year we have increased the size of the library by 204 
books. There 717 new titles added with 513 out of date books being discarded. 
Currently there are 3500 books in the library with new titles being added 
monthly. 


The trustees of the library express their gratitude to all those that have made 
donations of many varieties. In particular for a new Historical Atlas which can 
be used by students for research, to the many fiction books to the flowers for the 
window boxes during the summer. 


During the summer the trustees and Friends of the Library sponsored two 
summer long programs. One was a reading program for older students. We had 
six youngsters participate, reading a total of 55 books of an appropriate level 
during the six weeks that the program ran. The Friends of the Library supplied 
the prizes for the top readers within this program. Running concurrently was a 
program for lower elementary students. Lorana Laraway conducted story hours 
for four weeks. The average attendance for these programs were fifteen children. 
Hopefully these youngsters will learn to appreciate the written word and the 
worlds that are opened by them. 


A new aspect to the library this year is a monthly program of general interest 
to the community. These programs are jointly sposored by the Friends and 
trustees and are held at the library. For January we held a program on breast 
self-examination presented by Susan Scalera. February’s program is aimed 
toward lower elementary students with Kathy Miller presenting a dance pro- 
gram. Future programs will include travelogues of foreign nations, herb growing, 
basket making, discussions on substance abuse and silent films - just for fun. We 
hope that many residents will take advantage of these programs to inform 
themselves, help to relieve cabin fever and to just have a good time. 

The Miner Memorial Library is open every Monday and Wednesday afternoon 
and evening. If there is any way that we can serve you better please do not 
hestitate to call one of the trustees or to speak to our dedicated librarian Emily 
Fairweather. The library trustees meet on the second Monday of each odd 
month (Jan., March, May, etc.). Hope to see you in the library!

The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Council is a public, non-profit voluntary 
association of towns and cities. It consists of 31 communities in 2 states and 5 
counties. 

The Council operates through a Board of Directors and a professional staff. 
Each town or city annually appropriates funds for the Council’s operation and 
sends two or three representatives to participate on the Board of Directors. The 
Board elects officers, adopts an annual work program and budget, and develops 
policies and positions on issues that are important to our communities. 

The Upper Valley Lake Sunapee Council is the official organization that brings 
towns and cities within our region together. By associating and pooling resour- 
ces, local governments have a highly trained professional staff available to them 
for a wide variety of services. Areas of expertise include land use planning, 
transportation planning, solid waste planning, master planning, environmental 
planning, capital budgeting, historic preservation, economic and community 
development, housing, downtown revitalization, fiscal and environmental impact 
analysis, and site plan review. Communities may also obtain the services of 
professional planner on a regular basis through a “circuit rider” program. The 
Council also serves as a collective voice in dealings with state and federal 
governments, protecting and furthering the intersts of our communities. 

Your support enables the Council to undertake comprehensive regional plan- 
ning and to carry out various projects and programs of regional benefit. Over the 
past year, the Council: 

e Finalized and adopted an updated Regional Plan. 

e Maintained a regional data base, and answered numerous requests for 
information. 

e Continued full-time efforts to coordinate solid waste issues in the region. 

e Continued efforts to coordinate recycling programs among a number of 
towns. 

e Continued to sponsor the Upper Valley Houshold Hazardous Waste Collec- 
tion program. 

e Concluded a pilot study utilizing computerized mapping on a geographic 
information system (GIS), developing an overlay system for site analysis. 

e Participated in configuring and acquiring computerized mapping systems 
for use thrughout New Hampshire. 

e Continued historic preservation efforts in several towns. 


e Completed a number of Water Quality Management Plans for inclusion in 
town Master Plans under NH Chapter 167. 

e Conducted studies on fire ponds for Lempster & worked out the Lempster 
Capital Improvement Program together with their Planning Board. 

e Participated in ongoing discussions and forums regarding implementation 
of Act 200, the new comprehensive planning legislation, in Vermont. 

e Participated in the Vermont Act 250 environmental review process. 

e Continued to provide support for an economic development agent in Sulli- 
van County, to help retain and expand employment opportunities in 
the area. 

e Distributed summaries of new and amended legislation. 

e Sponsored local sessions of the NH Municipal Law Lecture series. 

e Sponsored local sessions of the VT planning training series. 
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¢ Completed the Upper Valley Transportation Study. This involved coordi- 
nating local municipalities, state agencies, and private consultants. 

e Used the computer model developed during the Upper Valley Transporta- 
tion Study to assess the traffic impacts of several large proposed develop- 
ment projects. 

e Provided technical assistance to Advance Transit and County Coach. 

e Helped several communities and Sullivan County administer state and fed- 
eral grant funds for Community Development Block Grants. These grants 
are bringing over $1.1 million into the region. Only 3 of the 9 regional plan- 
ning agencies in New Hampshire provide this service. 

e Worked closely with the Upper Valley Community Land Trust, Society for 
the Protection of New Hampshire Forests, the Trust for New Hampshire 
Lands, and the Connecticut River Watershed Council to protect open 
space and conserve important parcels of land. 


e Helped to establish, administer, and support the Connecticut River Valley 
Resource Commission. This new commission allows New Hampshire towns 
in the Connecticut River Valley to join together in addressing issues such 
as growth, development, and preservaiton of the natural environment. 


e Met repeatedly with state officials and agency representatives to influence 
policy and help keep the region an active participant in many 
ongoing programs. 

e Provided consultation and help to over two-thirds of the local 
communities. 

The Council also provides specific services to communities on a contract basis. 
As requested by the communities, the Council conducted impact studies regard- 
ing proposed development, amendments/ updates to local ordinances and regu- 
lations, new ordinances, capital improvements programs, and general mapping, 
drafting, and other technical assistance.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To The Citizens of Goshen-Lempster: 


CONGRATULATIONS! The children in Goshen and Lempster will benefit for 
many, many years by the new school construction which you approved in 
December at the recessed special school district meeting. 


The Building Commitee and especially the Chairperson, Judy Filkins, along 
with the School Board deserve much credit for the extra time and effort which 
they placed into the building project to gain voter approval. John Fabrycky, 
School Board Chairman, deserves special credit for his continued strong leader- 
ship in the building project. [know that the current Building Committee and the 
School Board will work hard to get the best possible building for the best possible 
costs. 

Hopefully, with this new building, the Goshen-Lempster School will be able to 
meet all the requirements of New Hampshire Minimum Elementary Standards 
by the required date of 1991. 


There is a relatively large increase in the proposed budget for 1989-90. The 
major increases are due to the following: 

1. Repayment of the 1989 10-year Bond Issue - Principal and Interest 
-$259,500 

We will be receiving $60,000 in state building funds to somewhat offset this 
large amount. 

2. High School tuition - $118,000. 

This amount is due to an increase in tuition rates and additional high 
school students who have moved into the district. We currently have a 
$25,280 deficit in this year’s budget (1988-89) in high school tuition. 

3. One additional teacher - approximately $26,000. 

This figure includes salary and all fringe benefits. This position would have 
been necessary regardless of any building program due to the increase in 
student enrollment. 

This year the annual school district meeting will be held at the Lempster Town 
Hall on Saturday, March 11, starting at 7:00 p.m. Next year in 1990, we can all 
look forward to attending the school district meeting in the new facility. 

It has been my pleasure to serve as your superintendent of schools.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
1988 


The continued growth of the Goshen-Lempster community created pressures 
on the school that resulted in several changes this past year. Staffing modifica- 
tions included a new position of full time building administrator; a new first 
grade position (Mrs. Kimbel Williams); a full time seventh and eighth grade 
math/science position (Mr. John Anthony); and a half time administrative 
secretarial position (Mrs. Annette Howard ). Two classroom aides were acquired 
for the new school year (Mrs. Shelli Smith and Mrs. Ruth Abraham), and an 
additional staff member was hired for the kitchen (Mrs. Nancy Shepard). Build- 
ing modifications in September included an additional first grade classroom and 
atemporary sixth grade classroom outside of the main building. The temporary 
room was a result of the volunteer efforts of many citizens who donated their 
weekend time last July. These people, under the direction of Doug O’Clair, 
provided a quality structure that is greatly appreciated by the sixth grade 
students and their teacher. 

Students and staff members were involved in many extracurricular activities 
throughout the past year. Some of those activities were: 


January Eighth Grade students traveled to Stevens High School to listen 
to Presidential Candidate Paul Simon. 
Ms. Thackaberry organized several P.E. field trips which were 
partially financed by the P.T.C.: 
Grades 3 & 4 - Bowling (Newport) 
Grades 7 & 8 - Cross-country skiing (Norske Touring Center) 
Grades 5 & 6- Roller skating (Enfield) 

February Seventh and Eighth Grade students traveled to Stevens High 
School to listen to Presidential Candidate Jesse Jackson. 
Ms. Thackaberry conducted a swimming field trip for Grades 
One and Two to an indoor pool in Lebanon. 


March The Goshen-Lempster teaching staff all participated in the 
workshop “Humanizing The Classroom” held at the school. 

April Grades one and two traveled to the J.F.K. Colosseum in Man- 
chester to see the Shriner’s Circus. 

May Seventh and Eighth Grade students traveled to Washington, 


D.C. for four days of sightseeing. They raised over $4,000 for the 
trip through bake sales, business donations and other fund 
raising activities. 
Bob Longacre visited grades four and five to take them ona 
trip “Around the World In Two Hours”. The presentation was 
sponsored by the P.T.C. 

June Bob Longacre returned to do a program on Australia for 
grades three and four. 


Kighth Grade graduation exercises were held at the Lempster 
Town Hall on June 21. Tammy Goyette was the class Valedicto- 
rian; Danielle Feleccia was the class Salutatorian; and Jennifer 
Chadwick received Third Honors. School Board member Ellen 
Stetson issued diplomas, and the Reverend Lilian Warner led 
the Invocation and the Benediction. The P.T.C. provided the 
graduation cake, supplied the flowers, and coordinated the 
graduation reception which was held at the Lempster 

Grange Hall.

September’ The faculty began the two year process of re-evaluating the 
Language Arts curriculum. This effort marks a return to the 
beginning of the eight year curriculum evaluation cycle wher- 
eby two years is designated for each of the disciplines (Lan- 
guage Arts, Mathematics, Social Studies and Science). Science 
was completed last Spring. 


October The Lempster Fire Department conducted a fire safety pro- 
gram for Grades K thorugh 8. The students were introduced to 
various types of fire fighting apparatus and their uses. Lemps- 
ter Fire Chief Tirrell and his deparment, who organized the 
excellent program, provided junior fire fighting hats for 
the youngsters. 


November Open House was held on the evening of the seventeenth. Par- 
ents visited with teachers and perused various activities that 
the students were involved with. The Eighth Grade Class pro- 
vided refreshments, and the P.T.C. held its annual Thanksgiving 
Basket Drawing (proceeds of which have been used to fund 
trips and activities for the students). 


December Mrs. Wells’ Sixth Grade Calss executed an excellent perfor- 
mance of Charles Dickens’ A Christmas Carol for parents and 
friends at the Lempster Town Hall. 


Grades four, six and eight took the California Achievement Test during the 
week of September 21st. The scores received are in terms of national percentiles 
(the percentage of students in the nation that scored below our group). In 
comparing the results of the test, it is important to consider the average cogni- 
tive level of the group being tested. A Cognitive Skills Exam is included in the 
battery of tests. The result allows for a prediction of a national percentile score 
for each individual and each class. The prediction, referred to as the anticipated 
score, is provided by the McGraw Hill Company through a correlation of national 
norms. Thus one may compare the national percentile achieved with a predicted 
potential. An achievement lower than the prediction may imply difficulties 
within the curriculum; conversely, achievements higher than the prediction may 
imply strengths. When comparing results, differences between the Actual Per- 
centiles (abbreviated Act.) and the Anticipated Percentiles (abbreviated Ant.) 
may be considered as being either positive or negative. A negative difference 
corresponds with the number of national percentile points that the actual 
achievement fell below the anticipated achievement. There were no negative 
differences for the 1988 testing. The following is asummary of results:

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Ninteen Eighty-Eight turned out to be a very important year in the develop- 
ment of the Goshen-Lempster Cooperative School. The School Needs/Building 
Committee began the year with a school needs assessment by devising a ques- 
tionnaire for residents of the towns. Under the competent direction of chairper- 
son Judy Filkins, the committee collected data from the citizens and the 
teachers. A subcommittee of citizens and school staff members formed to 
develop astatement of philosophy that would carry the school into this new era. 
At the same time, the Building Committee began the lengthy process of inter- 
viewing architects. Once an architect was chosen, the schematic phase of the 
design began. Th subcommittee continued its work by developing educational 
specifications that would guide the design of the proposed addition. Throughout 
the summer and well into September, the Committee and the School Board 
labored over design plans and cost factors. With formal and informal hearings 
and a defeated bond issue in October, the Committee spent the month of 
November meeting with concerned citizens to examine the merits of the building 
plan. Coming out of a recessed Special School District meeting in December, the 
School Board again presented the 1.8 million dollar building plan; it was 
amended to a 1.5 million dollar bond issue which was supported by the required 
two-thirds vote. 


The citizens who participated in the building plan process gave an incredible 
amount of time and energy to the project. Their dedication and accomplishment 
will pave the way to the actual building achievement in Ninteen Eighty-Nine, and 
their efforts will be appreciated by students and parents for many years to come.

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REPORT OF THE 
DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 


Special Education services are available to every student in the Goshen- 
Lempster Cooperative School District. The Goshen Lempster School has a pupil 
placement team consisting of the child’s classroom teacher, school psychologist, 
speech/language pathologist and if necessary, the Director of Pupil Personnel 
Services. When a chid is in need of special education services, the team together 
with the parents, plan and develop an individualized educational program 
designed to meet the educational needs of the student. 


Approximately 10-12% of our student population has been identified as 
educationally handicapped. Language and learning disabilities account for the 
vast majority of handicaps. Our special education and regular education staff 
work together to ensure that students with learning disabilities succeed in the 
regular classroom. 


Over the past five years we have developed a continuum of special education 
services from pre-school through high school. Today only a few handicapped 
students are placed in residential settings or private and/or other public school 
special education programs. The challenge for the future will be to improve the 
quality of instruction while maintaining the present level of services. Emphasis 
will be placed on integrating special and regular education and on increasing 
inservice Opportunities for teachers and parents. 


In closing, I want to thank our teachers, parents, and School Board members 
for their continued support of our exceptional children. I encourage you to visit 
your local school’s special education programms as well as our regional School 
Administrative Unit programs located in Bradford (Pre-school), Newport 
(inentally retarded), and Sunapee (emotionally disturbed ). Please drop in and 
see first-hand the excellent work our teachers are doing educating your special 
children. And finally, as parents of our special needs children, I ask you to 
become active participants in the special education process.
